Every once in a while I pick up one of the volumes about Abraham 
Lincoln, which stand upon the shelves in my library, for the life of Lin­ 
coln is the most amazing story' of a career in all history, and the mast in­ 
spiring. 
Young men. who say today that there is no chance for success, 
should read an authentic biography of Abraham Lincoln. 
Few. if any, 
men ever knew such sordid powers and discouraging outlook. The death 
ol his mother in that crude cabin—unfit even for animals—was enough to 
have crushed a spirit unendowed with an eternal purpose. 
Early deprived of that pioneer mother’s love and guidance later in life 
Lincoln exclaimed that all that he* was, or ever hoped to be, he ow'ed to 
that mother. To her he owed the incentive to learn, to be somebody, and 
lo ruse above his early sorrows and his lass of love. Dying upon a pile of 
leaves and with but a few bearskins to shelter her from the snow that 
whistled through the cracks of the shed. Nancy Lincoln's last words to 
Abraham and his sister were to be good, to help each other, and to trust 
in God.
